Americans whether a beggar's dol- 
lar from Washington is worth more 
than thc ancient liberties and re- 
sponsibilities of local citizenship. 


Tho so-called civil rights ques- 


tion—or race issue, as it's inter- 
preted, W ite--Sudffir-is besMe. thc 
point. \Vc have laws already on the 
books,.and courts to enforce them, 
calculated to give every person 
white or black a square deal . . . 
insofar as any man-made law can. 


But 
agitators 
arc striving to 


write law on social custom, which 
law would be unenforceable North 
as well as South. As one Northern 
born I know, as Negroes know who 
have gone North, that ther° is 
social segregation up there nf 
than down South.

Cotton Needs 
Dry Weather 
in Most Areas 


Little Rock, Ark.—An extended 


period of warm weather is needed 
to permit large acreages of Ar- 
kansas cotton and soybeans to ma- 
ture, as well as to speed up pick- 
ing, 
according 
to 
the 
county 


agents' weekly 
crop 
reports re- 


leased today by the Agricultural 
Extension Service. 


Soybeans arc producing better 


than was indicated during the dry 
August weather. Combining is just 
getting under way in most counties. 


Cotton picking is well under way 


in Sevicr county, 
with 
the first 


picking 40 per cent complete in bot- 
tom land areas. County Agent Vic- 
tor Ivy said the yields were low 
but about average where insect 
control was good. Early corn is 
70 per cent harvested, Ivy said. Soy- 
beans harvested as hay were of 
good ciiuilily Ivy remarked. 


Late corn in Little River county is 


below average, according to County 
Agent John I. Colcy. 
Old corn 


harvest is about complete.
